Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 19-21 are 
drawn to product by process claims wherein the process of making the claimed product causes a 
structural difference between the product as claimed and the products of the prior art. The prior 
art does not teach or fairly suggest of modifying cassava plants to obtain a starch which has at 
least 95 wt% of amylopectin. Moreover, applicants show a side by side comparison of the 
amylopectin starch from cassava and amylopectin starch from other sources, such as potato and 
maize starch. It is noted that the mere presence in an otherwise allowable article of manufacture 
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claim of a process limitation does not render it unpatentable. In re Garnero, (CCPA 1969) 412 
F2d276,162USPQ221.
